Washington, Feb. 28.—The 
federal 


farm loan act was held constitutional 
today by the supreme court. This is the 
act uiid'er which land banks were estab- 
lished to extend Loans to farmers. 
Millions of dollars in loans to farmers 
have been held up pending a decision 
of the court in this case, which was 
brought l.y Charles W. Smith, a stock- 
holder in" the Kansas City Title and 
Trust company, who sought an injunc- 
tion to restrain that institution from in- 
vesting Us funds in bonds issued by the 
farm loan banks. 
The act was attacked on the grouno 


that connections ,-were without consti- 
tutional authority to establish form loan 
banks and to exempt their bo-ads from 
.fixation. Justice Day who rendered the 
opinion for the court said the power of 
cnniKH-tions io establish banks, had in a 
broad sense, bwn upheld by the supreme 
court in the. days 
of

Marshall. 
The court in sustaining federal court 


decrefs dismissing injunction proceed- 
ings brought by Mr. Smith, also held 
that congress had the authority to ex- 
empt tho bonds of the bank from taxa- 
tion.

The 
morgue at Chesterton contained 36 bodies, some of them fragmentary, 
four .were still under the wreckage 15 hours after the accident, and 
two were at the hospital in Michigan City. Only fourteen had been 
positively identified by relatives or friends. 


The forty-two bodies had been .collected early this forenoon from 


the wreck. It was a diamond shaped crossing, permitting the New 
York train, which struck as the other sprawled, derailed across the 
intersection to rake two Michigan. Central cars, instead of cutting 
them, at right angles.

Yt't Douglas, his defeated 
rival; stood at his side and held his hat 
as Lincoln bent his long figure to seal 
his oath with his lips upon the Bible. 


Kour years later, again called to high 
service, Lincoln saw the wreck and ruin 
of war spreading far to the south be- 
yond the Potomac; war maimed men. 
were groaning in hospitals hard by " 
where he stood to take his oath and. 
ahead lay bitter days of reconstruction. 
President Hayes was twice sworn in. 


March 4 was a Sunday that year. The 
election ~ decision had left a rankling 
sore behind it, for one electoral vots 
had defeated Tilden. On March 3, pri- 
vately the 
oath W.IK first administered 


to President Hayes to be repeated in 
public March 5. 
When Woodrow Wilson 
rode clown 
Pennsylvania avenue and back again at 
his second inauguration in 1917, Ameri- 
can entry into the World War was at 
hand. The last remnants of the Court 
of Honor before, the White House erect- 
ed for inauguration had NOT disap- 
peared before the 
nation was aflame 


with war business. 
There have been other inaugurations 


over which even a darker cloud hov- 
ered. 
Andrew .lacUson took office in 


1S29 
soon after the death of his wife 


which curtailed 
inauguration ceremo- 


nies, and five times vice presidents have 
been called to the presidency through 
death of the president, threo times by 
assassination. 
In each case the vice 
president took up his duties without 
formal ceremony other than the private 
administration of his oath of office. Ty- 
ler, 
at his home in Washington, Pill- 


more at the capitol, Johnson in the 
office of the president, Arthur at his 
home in New York City and Roosevelt 
in Buffalo thus took up the presidency. 


Curious tales, many now almost leg- 


endary and some of them tinged with 
bitterness of partisan feeling of their 
day, 
have drifted down the years from 


inauguration 
periods 
long gone by. 


Much has been written and said of the 
"Jefferson simplicity" of the third presi- 
dent; yet not all of it appears to be well 
founded on fact. 
It has been often repeated that Jef- 


ferson rode his horse to his inaugura- 
tion, hitching the animal to a fence near 
the capitol while he went to take the 
oa.th. 
Investigation by historians ap- 
pears to have established, however, that 
it was an incident eight years" later, 
when Jefferson 
surrendered 
office to 


Madison, from 
which 
this 
account 
sprang. He did ride to see his successor 
installed, leaving his horse at a hitching 
post meanwhile, then set off' for his 
Virginia home at Monticello. 
It also appears that Jefferson had 


planned a more elaborate inauguration 
ceremony than actually was held. He 
was escorted into the city by a troop 
of cavalry tne day before taking lodg- 
ings at "Conrad and 
MoMann's" on 
Jersey avenue.- two hundred steps from 
"flip capitol where he was to take the 
oath. 
A coach and four was enroute 


from his home to carry him to the steps 
of the capitol next day, but failure of 
"Jacky Kppes" to get through with 
it in time because of muddy roads, left 
Mr. Jefferson afoot and he svalked with 
friends from his lodging next day to his 
inauguration. 


Jefferson was NOT accompanied by 
his predecessor, John Adams. 
In pro- 
test against this action of the house in 
settling a tie by election of Jefferson, 
President Adams left tho city at day- 
break inauguration day. 


President Monroe was the first execu- 


tive to take the oath of office on the 
east portico of the capitol. 
A contro- 
versy as to whether the, senate or house 
chamber should witness the proceed- 
ings was settled by this decision to beg 
the issue, and President Harding, weath- 
er permftting, will take his oath jn the 
same place. Otherwise, lie will be con- 
ducted to the senate chamber for the 
house will not be in session. 


Aside, from Jefferson's coach and four, 


which failed'to arrive for his inaugura- 
tion, several presidents have used con- 
veyances in riding to the capitol. Jack- 
son rode to the ceremony in a four- 
horse phaeton fashioned from the tim- 
bers of the old frigate Constitution and 
with a picture of ship under full sail 
painted on the panels 
"altogether it 


would be a very creditable turnout for 
Long Acre," said 
one 
contemporary 


writer. The phaeton was also used at 
Van Buren's inauguration to succeed 
Jackson, though the same writer notes 
that during his incumbency Jackson 
drove much behind "a high-stepping, 
bony old iron-gray steed," attached to 
a sulky presented by "some eccentric 
mechanic," which was 
made entirely 


out of "rough-cut hickory with the bark 
on." and had "very much the look of 
Old Hickory himself." 


General Harrison, though h© rode his 
horse to the capitol, returned to the 
White House in a coach presented to 
him by "the Whigs of Baltimore."

London.—If, some evening, writes a 


correspondent of the Times from Lis- 
bon, you should leave Madrid—that 
Insurious but melancholy city, perched 
high above a wintry landscape of 
which the hard, bleak outlines are 
softened by a mist—and If you should 
take the little short-winded train that 
jolts cheerfully, if pantingly, all the 
way to Lisbon three times a week, 
you will wake up the nest morning in 
an enchanted land. 


You will see a clear, «pale blue «ky 


and a fresh, joyous morning light 
touching forests of cork trees with sil- 
ver; flocks of red brown goats frisk- 
ing in and out among the bright red of 
the stripped tree trunks; a torrent 
gleaming among white rocks; gaily j 
painted bouses covered with flowering | 
rose briars and surrounded by clumps , 
of slended palms, and "brilliant green 
orange trees laden with silver gilt fruit 
that twinkle like stars. Thus, with all 
the peaceful splendor of a Virginia 
landscape, there passes before jour 
eyes formosa Lusitania, "Jardin da 
Europa a beira mar plantado," as the 
Portuguese poet Ribeiro called it— 
garden of Europe set beside the sea. 


At every little station, as you draw 


near the capital, the fitst-class coaches 
—there are no thirds—are invaded by 
peasants wearing short jackets and 
weolen caps that hang down onto 
their shoulders, and women with ivo*ry 
Jaees framed, iff bright colored hand- 
kerchiefs, all,carrying baskets of fruit, 
cheese or cackling fo\yls, and girt 
round with strings of partridges or 
woodcock. They swarm into the cor- 
ridors sand onto the footboards with 
a friendly lack of ceremony; questions | 
are asked and jokes exchanged in the 
soft, somewhat heavy Portuguese Fan- j 
guage, which has lost the rough quali-' 
ties of Spanish, and loud, unrestrained ' 
laughter fills the air. 
It is a pic-1 


turesque, intimate sort of scene, which 
has the advantage of lasting too short 
a time to pall. 


Lisbon Worth* Delay. 


If you are on your way to the Portu- 


guese Riviera, Lisbon is well worth a 
few days' 'delay. Eicept thnt the beds j 
are a trifle hard And that the heating, 
owing to the coal shortage, leaves 
something to be desired—but this does 
net matter much, for the sun shines 
nearly every day-~there are 
some 


quite good hotels. They are well run, 
and even the visitor who is merely 
passing through is treated as a friend. 


First, there is the modern town, 


•wiiich lies in tne*plam at the foot of 
the seven hills'? It begins on the edge 
of the country with the superb Avenue 
de la Liberdad, with its eight rows of 
plane trees and palms. This thorough- 
fare extends majestically for half a 
mile, bet%veen villas and fine new 
houses, right into the heart of the city, 
the Rocio, a \\ ide square overlooked by 
tbje hill upon which the rusty red cita- 
del stands. 


A dense crowd, differing .from north- 


era crowds in that it is composed al- 
most entirely of men, passes up and 


. down the footpaths and on the streets; 


tliere are few carriages or motorcars, 
but plenty of tramcars, which are more 
numerous and better run than in any 


* other European capital. 
Men form 


groups in the streets and carry on live- 
ly discussions—politics mainly. 
A 


striking feature of the crowd is the 
bright animation which stiows in the 
brown faces and ±he natural eloquence 
of the gestures. All around are hordes 
of noisy street urchins selling newspa- 
pers and national lottery tickets—mis- 
chievous looking boys with black gimlet 
eyes and merry and impudent laugh- 
ter. 


Women With Fish and Fruit 


Women come up from the harbor car- 


rying, balanced upon their funny little 
black hats—rather like battered "top- 
pers"—large round baskets rilled with 
fish or golden fruit; oraages, pome- 
granates and mandarins. Their heads 
are bound in bright colored handker- 
chiefs, and as they push through the 
masculine crowd they look like flowers 
bufsting into bloom in a mown field. 


Lisbon has many other pictures to 


offer. There are the old parts of the 
city, which are reached by picturesque 
flights of steps littered with brown- 
faced children at play and baskets of 
cakes and flowers tended by women 
frorfi distant lands. Here you will find 
tun-tow crowded streets not unlike cer- 
tain streets in Naples, lined with tall 
houses strung with garlands of gayly 
colored washing. 


And there are deserted 
squares 


where, through the half open gateways 
of the houses, you may catch glimpses 
of mysterious gardens that turn your 
thoughts to the Arabian Nights. ' Fur- 
ther still you come upon some old I'or- 
tn&nfse -palaces, with outlandish red 
fronts and big thickly barred wlidows, 
which look as though they could tell 
many a strange story of love and 
dwtfa, 


On tlie vory top of tho hills lie Lis- 


bon'* fine parks, S»o Pedro d'Alcan- 
tam wild (lit? Bolnnic.il Gardens, with 
th*lr avenuos of enormous palms and 


wood* when- northern oaks and 


huge tropical cactuses grow tide hy 
vide. There are wonderfully' bright 
emerald lawns and pink caicades of 
bougainvllea mirrored In motionless 
pools of water, and high warm ter- 
races looking out over vast stretches 
of reddish roofs descending In tiers 
down to the soa. 


But the best part of all. perhaps, Is 


the port, one of the oldest in the 
world. As your glance sweeps over 
the innumerable docks and the miles 
of quays you receive the Impression of 
a great medley of funnels and masts, 
long gray warships, blunt, powerful 
tramps from every corner of the world, 
and the daintier lines of sailing ves- 
sels. Blue or vivid yellow fishing boats, 
with bulging red sails, come in from 
the sea with their catch; their prows 
are boldly curved back like those of 
the Venetian gondolas, and they recall 
the graceful lines of the old-time cara- 
vels which used to set out from Lisbon 
to conquer the world.
